Regional Patterns 

Variation in patterns of spades across the country has 
long been the particular burden of the manufacturer and 
no significant reduction in the number of these patterns 
can be achieved at this stage without sacrificing legitimate 
customer choice. However, for some years stainless steel 
spades have sold nationally; these solid socket spades are 
of course based on the Lancashire and Cheshire pattern. 
It has therefore been decided to delete the square mouth 
Yorkshire solid socket spade from the 1961 list and to 
merge this with the round mouth. The new national pattern 
NEVERBEND alloy steel spades will of course also be 
available with treads for London and Scotland.

We hereby warrant that in the manufacture of SPEAR steels and manufactured products 
branded NEVERBEND, SPEARIOR, MERMAID and SPEARSEG only the best 
workmanship and materials are employed and if any fault due to bad workmanship or 
materials is proved and the goods are returned within 6 months of delivery we will at 
our own cost replace the faulty goods but subject as aforesaid any expressed or implied 
warranties or conditions statutory or otherwise as to quality or fitness for any purpose 
of the goods is hereby expressly excluded in respect of these or any other goods supplied. 

Loss and Damage 
in Transit 

All goods are consigned at our risk. Property in the goods passes on delivery to the 
customer, the risk passing with the property. Consignees must notify us and the Carrier 
in writing of any damage or partial loss within 3 days and, similarly, non-receipt within
